Plan 22 Mile Belt Line. 

In addition to the improvement of the 
belt line by the construction of six tracks 
there will be two large clearance yards con- 
structed, both already purehased. The main 
yard comprises 1,000 acres to the southwest 
of the city, bounded by the inner belt on 
the east, the Indiana Harbor belt on the 
west, and extending from Sixty-third to 
Seventy-first street. This will provide for 
all the freight transferred from east to west, 
west to east, and west to south. It does not 
provide for the transfers between east and 
south and another yard has been acquired 
in South Chicago a quarter of a mile wide 
and extending two and one-half miles from 
Pullman Junction to South Deering. 

The army engineers“ plan would have 
operated to the benefit of the outer belt, the 
Indiana Harbor line. The rallroads enter- 
ing the new agreement opposed it primarily 


because it meant a belt of approximately 


fifty miles, as against the present arrange- 
ment for a twenty-two mile belt bordering 
the city limits and anne traffic to a 
great degree. 


Lines Enter Agreement. 

There were four important lines that did 
not tome into the new agreement. These 
are the Northwestern, the St. Paul, the New 
Tork Central, and the Baltimore and Ohio. 
The roads which are in the contract are the 
Burlingtoa, Pennsylvania, Alton, Atchison, 
Wabesh, Chicago and Eastern Munois, 
Grand Trunk, Monon, Rock Island, Erie, 
Chesapeake and Ohio, the Soo ’’ (controled 
by the Canadian Pacific), Chicago, Madison 
and Northern (an Uunols Central road), and 
the Iumois Central itself. 

By the agreement the Chicago and Western 
Indiana, operating the belt line, will buy the 
Chicago Union Transfer company and con- 
solidate their business. All fourteen compa- 
nies become equal shareholders in the belt 
line. The belt has paid well, but its owners, 
the Wabash, Grand Trunk, Erie, Monon, and 
Bastern Illinois, figured that the receipts in 
dividends would be exceeded by the saving In

The crippled steamer Kansas, ice looked 
and with a great hole in its starboard side, 
Was rescued yesterday afternoon by the tug 
Andrew H. Green, chartered by Tun Tan- 
UNS to force a passage to the vessel through 
the lake floes. The Kansas was caught in 
the ice a mile and a half off the Carter H. 
Harrison crib. 

For five hours the Kansas, which is one of 
the Northern Michigan Transportation com- 
pany’a fleet, sent distress signals in yain. 
Two men of the stricken steamer’s crew \|- 
made a perilous trip from the boat across 
the moving floes to the Carter H. Harrison } 
crib to get help. The Alabama and Georgia, 
steamers of the Goodrich line, were unable 
to plow through the ice to the Kansas and a 
third steamer and two tugs sent to its aid 
had failed to break the ice barrier. 

Two tugs owned by the Dunham Towing 
and Wrecking company were battling in- 
effectually to plow a way through the big ice | 
field a half mile from the Kansas when Tun

Mr. Salo- 
mon, who was chairman of the committee on 
halls and speakers in the Harrison mayoralty 
campaign, will perform the same duties for 
the antis. 


Plan Ten Meetings a Week. 
The candidates pledged $1,000 for hall 


rental and an effort will be made to raise 


additional funds. It was agreed to hold ten 
meetings a week until the close of the cam- 
paign. The anti-slate candidates will appear 


at these meetings in a body, and will extend: 


an invitation to the slate candidates to take 
issue with them on the stump. 

Another meeting of the antis will be held 
at Hotel Sherman tomorrow, when a platform 
will be presented by a committee composed 
of Niles J. Devine, H. T. Gilbert, and Charles 
A. Wightman. 


“Square Deal“ Is Warcry. 

No effort was made by the antis to make a 
counter slate, each candidate being urged to 
run on his own merits under the warcry “a 
free fight and a square deal to all.“ 

„One and all are pledged to break the 
plate, said Mr. Devine. I believe we will 
do it and my prediction now is that not a 
single man picked by the Hearst-Harrison 
alliance will win.”

STOCK FRAUDS ALLEGED. 


Indiana Bayers Testify Involving Em- 
pire Portland Company. 


— 


Investigation into a new alleged stock sell- 
ing fraud in Chicago has been started by the 
government authorities. A number of Indi- 
ana men have apptared under orders from 
Gen. James E. Stuart, chief postoffite inspec- 
tor, to testify regarding their purchase of 
$1,000 fots of stock in the Empire Portland 
Cement company, with offices in the Rector 
building. 

According .to these witnesses representa- 
tives of the company have operated through 
northern Indiana, selling the stock on the as- 
sertion that the company owns Valuable pat- 
ents for cement manufacture and is about to 
begin operating. The witnessés allege there 
have been no efforts toward manufacturing. 

It is said the mails were used to describe 
the company’s condition and prospects. Itis 
understood offices also were operated in Cin- 
cinnati and elsewhere. 

Among the men buying the stock in fat 
$1,000 share lots were J. B. Martin and J. P. 
Sanders, of Elkhart, Ind.; G. W. Wheymer, 
Goshen; Chris Knephfel, Bremen; and L. A. 
Palmer, Ligonier. Martin, a lumber dealer, 
already has testified and the others will be 
called shortly. Arthur G. Marshall is local 
manager of the company. 


HOYNE REPLIES TO SULLIVAN; 
TALKS OF PHONE LITIGATION. 


Candidate for State’s Attorney Takes 
Credit for Giving City Power to Regu- 
late Company’s Rates. 


Maclay Hoyne, the Hearst-Harrison candi- 
date for state's attorney, sent an open letter 
to Roger C. Sullivan yesterday in reply to 
questions which the national committeeman 
propounded regarding the Chicago Telephone 
company. The letter, in part, follows: 

“I fought,the Chicago Telephone company 
from Sept. 30, 1908, in all the state courts in 
this county, until 1907, with the aggressive 
and intelligent support of Tue CuHicaco 
TRIBUNB, Chicago Journal, and Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald. This litigation saved the people 
of Chicago $1,000,000. 

“I also drew the present telephone ordi- 
nance, which the same newspapers approved 
and which gave the city its sole power to 
regulate or reduce telephone rates.“ 


STEINBRECHER FOE TO BOSSES. 


Republican Seeking Congressional 
Nomination in Ninth District 
Tells His Platform. 


Jaul Steinbrecher, candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for congress in the 
Ninth congressional district, voiced his polit- 
ical principles at a smoker held in his head- 
quarters, 2212 Lincoln avenue, last night. 

“ The main issue in picking a candidate for 
the congressional noimination is to select one 
who will represent the people of this dis- 
trict and not a political boss like Lorimer, for 
instance,“ said Mr. Steinbrecher. ‘* Politi- 
cal bosses and the so-called big business of 
this country have enough representatives in 
congress as it is. Neither have made good 
to the people who cast the votes for them. 

Jam unpledged to any interests and will 
remain so.

Receivers’ Sale. 


CITY’S RIGHT IS UPHELD. 


Claim Made That Question In- 
volved Cannot Be Settled 
Until After Inquiry. 


The city council committee on gas, oil, 
and electric light yesterday in effect re- 
considered its drastic action against the 
automatic telephone system of\the Illinois 
Tunnel company. The council at its next 
meeting probably will not be asked to de- 
clare forfeited the company's franchise and 
equipment. This action was recommended 
by the committee a week ago and was made 
a special order of business by the council 
for its meeting next Tuesday. 

The only action probably will be with 
reference to the receiver's sale of the Illinois 
Tunnel company property on March 25. It 
will consist of a resolution reserving the 
right of the city to forfeit the company's 
telephone franchise and equipment if it had 
not on June1,1911, the franchise requirement 
of 20,000 bona fide subscribers. Under this 
plan the forfeiture resolution cannot be acted 
on until after the sale. 


Action at Previous Meeting. 

At the previous meeting of the committee 
two resolutions were adopted.’ One provided 
that the city be represented at the sale of 
the tunmel property in order to make, in 
effect, public declaration that the city had 
not, through silence, agreed that the com- 
pany is entitled to its franchise. : 

The other declared the company’s franchise 
and equipment forfeited under the ordi- 
nance, 

Ald. W. J. Pringle had received and was 
prepared to present two substitute resolu- 
tions at the last council meeting and to have 
them deferred and published. He forgot to 
offer them and the resolutions were referred 
to the committee. This reopened the dis- 
cussion at the committee meeting yester- 
day. 


Pringle Argues for Resolutions, 

Ald. Pringle argued for the resolution, de- 
clarmg the farfeiture of the company’s 
franchise and equipment. This proposal was 
met by objection, from Ald. Bowler and 
Block, wha contended that there is no infor- 
mation on which the forfeiture could be 
based. 

C. O. Frisbie, president of the company, 
was present. Ald. Bowler moved that a hear- 
ing be given him next Thursday. The mo- 
tion passed by general consent.
